The Brussels financial conference 
w ill reopen Feb. 7 and the reparation 
terms w ill be communicated to the 
Germans in London Fob. 28. 
The disarmament periods have been 
prolonged to March la, April 15 and 
Ju ly I. 
Prem ier Lloyd George will leave for 
London tomorrow. 
The Austrian situation 
is

taken up this afternoon. 
"The allies are fully in accord,” 
Briand told the correspondent. 
“ We 
are closer in an agreement than ever 
before. 
There was absolute cordial 
ity throughout the day's conference. 
The protocol covering m ilitary repar 
ation w ill be signed at six P. M."
